COMMUNITY leaders are calling 
on East Cambridgeshire residents 
of all nationalities to unite and 
“look to the future” following the 
vote for Britain to leave the Euro¬ 
pean Union (EU). 

In East Cambs, the vote was 
close, with 23,599 people wanting 
to remain in the EU and 24,487 vot¬ 
ing to leave. 

It was a different picture in near¬ 
by Fenland, where 37,571 people 
voted to leave compared to just 
15,055 who wanted to remain. 

The Bishop of Ely, the Rt Revd 
Stephen Conway, says he is sur¬ 
prised by the outcome - and by 
incidents of hate and racism which 
have erupted, including in nearby 
Huntingdon, where leaflets refer¬ 
ring to Polish people as “vermin” 
have been distributed. 

Bishop Stephen said: “Many who 
expected a different result - like 
myself - are fearful of the unfore¬ 
seen consequences of our decision. 

“Our vote has revealed that there 
is a job to be done, that we may all

be re-enfranchised together with 
a clear stake in the future of our 
country, no matter where we live or 
what we have to live on. 

“We have made a decision which 
affects our children and grandchil¬ 
dren as much as it affects us. We 
need to work for a redoubling of 
healing and hope which will unite 
us in a commitment to human 
flourishing at home and abroad. 

“We have voted to secure the sov¬ 


ereignty of Parliament. That will 
only be lasting and profitable if it is 
secured by the true sovereignty of 
the love which enables us to flour¬ 
ish.” 

Leader of East Cambs District 
Council, James Palmer, voted to 
remain and, despite the outcome, 
insists we will “look forward to a 
brighter future”. 

He said: “I followed the EU Ref¬ 
erendum debates intensely and 


I voted to remain. However, it is 
very clear the British public has 
decided we will leave the EU, so we 
will now go forward and work very 
hard to ensure we are representing 
their wishes. We will look forward 
to a brighter future and forge new 
relationships in and outside of the 
EU. This is a new landscape for our 
country and we will learn more in 
the coming months how the deci¬ 
sion will affect East Cambs.” 


MP for South East Cambs, Lucy 
Frazer, has not yet said how she 
voted but she has urged residents 
to “look to the future”. 

She said: “We must now respect 
the will of the people and look to 
the future. It is important that we 
take this opportunity to negotiate 
the best possible deal for Britain, 
stabilise our economy, and reform 
our trade relationship with our Eu¬ 
ropean neighbours. 

“As Conservatives we must also 
put aside our differences and come 
together as a party. I am sorry that 
David Cameron has announced he 
is standing down, as he has been 
a strong leader for our party and 
country. 

“I will endeavour to work to¬ 
gether with my colleagues in Gov¬ 
ernment to help maintain the eco¬ 
nomic prosperity and the security 
of our great country for the future.”

POLICE 

Tests confirm 
head is male 


DETECTIVES investigating 
the discovery of a human 
head at a quarry in Mepal 
have confirmed it is male. 

Officers from the Bedford¬ 
shire, Cambridgeshire and 
Hertfordshire Major Crime 
Unit (MCU) have been work¬ 
ing with specialists from the 
Natural History Museum 
and an odontologist since 
the discovery last month. 

At first it was believed the 
head belonged to a woman 
but after conducting numer¬ 
ous tests and examinations, 
specialists say the head is a 
man’s and that he was aged 
between 30 and 50 when he 
died. 

Experts say the man could 
have died as long ago as the 
1960s, although they believe 
it is more likely to have oc- 
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curred about 10 years ago. 

Officers were called at 
about 3pm on May 16 after a 
worker at the quarry in Block 
Fen Drove made the discov¬ 
ery. 

A post-mortem examina¬ 
tion came back inconclu¬ 
sive, and the cause of death 
remains to be unknown at 
this stage. 

Detective Inspector Jerry 
Waite, from the MCU, said: 
“One possible scenario we 
are looking at is that it may 
have been a tragic accident 
whereby the man was hit by 
a train along the Bedford¬ 
shire line. 

“We believe the head may 


have been lodged some¬ 
where along the structure 
of the bridge in Sharnbrook, 
and as part of the recent 
cleaning process, has been 
dislodged, found its way into 
the skip and deposited at the 
quarry in Mepal. 

“We have been working 
very closely with anthro¬ 
pologists at the Natural His¬ 
tory Museum in London to 
establish the age and gender 
of the deceased, as well as 
the National Crime Agency’s 
Missing Persons Database, 
which unfortunately has not 
shown any DNA matches. 

“I would urge anyone who 
has any suspicions around 
who this person may be to 
contact us by calling the 
MCU on 101 or Crimestop- 
pers on 0800 555 111.”

Pensioner 
accused of 
sex with boy 

A PENSIONER accused of paying 
an undercover Homeland 
Security agent to have sex with 
a nine-year-old boy faces trial in 
America. 

Paul Wilkins, 70, allegedly 
brokered a deal with the 
investigator to pay 250 dollars 
to have sex with the boy at an 
apartment he rented in Palm 
Springs, California. 

Wilkins, from Littleport, is 
also accused of travelling to 
California in January to meet 
boys aged between 10 and 12 for 
what prosecutors called "illicit 
sexual conduct". 

The US Attorney's Office 
in Los Angeles said Wilkins, 
who holds dual British and US 
citizenship, was charged with 
travelling with the intent to 
engage in illicit sexual conduct 
and attempted sex trafficking of 
children. 

He has also been charged 
with child pornography offences 
relating to images found on a 
laptop and an external hard 
drive, seized after agents 
searched the apartment 
following his arrest on February 
11 . 

Wilkins, who is currently in 
custody, is due to go on trial 
before District Judge Dolly Gee 
in the US on July 19.

Trust takes the 
reins at college 


ELY College will officially be¬ 
come part of the Cambridge 
Meridian Academies Trust 
(CMAT) empire this Friday. 

To mark the changeover, 
students will be greeted 
by students from other 
CMAT schools across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, and will each 
receive one of four coloured 
ties to show which ‘house’ 
they are in - Scott (red), Tu¬ 
ring (blue), Etheldreda (gold) 
or Franklin (green). 

CMAT says the new house 
system is just one of a “num¬ 
ber of important changes” 
taking place at the college 
following its change of spon¬ 
sor. 

Work is currently under¬ 
way to recruit a new prin¬ 
cipal and the trust has also 
said it will be making some 
immediate investment in 
the college site over the 
summer including new toi¬ 
lets, redecorating a number 
of classrooms and corridors, 
and improving outside areas 
for students. 

CMAT has been working 
with Ely College since March 
following negotiations with 
the Department for Educa- 
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tion (DIE) and the school’s 
current sponsor CfBT 
Schools Trust (CSE) with the 
aim of rapidly improving the 
school. 

CMAT currently operates 
six schools in the area ex¬ 
tending from Stamford to 
Cambridge, all of which have 
improved significantly since 
joining the trust. 

Mark Woods, chief execu¬ 
tive of CMAT, said: “We are 
hugely excited about Ely 
College’s transfer to the trust. 
There are many strengths 
to build upon and a huge 
number of opportunities for 
growth. 

“The students and parents 
we have spoken with have 
all expressed a deep desire 
to achieve the excellent pro¬ 
vision they all deserve and 
we are confident that our 
combined efforts, positivity 
and energy will secure those 
much-needed improve¬ 
ments rapidly. 

“This journey won’t be 
easy as the college is cur¬ 


rently in a very difficult posi¬ 
tion - results have been dis¬ 
appointing, pupil numbers 
have declined and many of 
the buildings do need some 
immediate attention. 

“But we have a clear plan 
of action and have already 
started taking steps to im¬ 
prove both educational 
standards and the school 
site itself, including a na¬ 
tional recruitment campaign 
to attract some high quality 
teaching staff in areas such 
as maths where the college 
has had shortages this year.” 

Among the changes will 
be the introduction of 3-year 
GCSEs. It means that Year 8 
students will begin some of 
their GCSE courses in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Last month, Ely News re¬ 
ported that Evelyn Forde, 
who is currently the college’s 
principal, is leaving the 
school this summer. 

The college is currently in 
‘special measures’.

Coach park 
is on the move 


COACH parking spaces in 
Ely are to be moved from 
Barton Road to Lancaster 
Way Business Park - at a cost 
of £6,500 a year. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council originally want¬ 
ed to move coach parking 
facilities to Cresswell’s Lane, 
off Lisle Lane near Sains- 
bury’s and the Royal Mail de¬ 
livery office. 

The proposals were to ac¬ 
commodate the fact that 
coach spaces will be lost if 
the council’s plans to build 
six townhouses and five 
apartments on an area of the 
long-stay car park in Barton 
Road are approved. 

But last Wednesday, mem¬ 
bers of the commercial 
services committee agreed 
to instruct the director of 
commercial services, Emma 
Grima, to enter into a licence 
to secure temporary coach 
parking provision at Lancas¬ 
ter Way instead. 

In her report, Ms Grima 
said: “Late representations 
were received relating to 
Cresswell’s Lane by the ad¬ 
joining landowner which 
required further exploration, 
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and as such the chairman 
withdrew the item. 

“Concerns were raised re¬ 
lating to land ownership and 
the ability for coaches to be 
able to park and turn with¬ 
out the need to encroach on 
third party land. 

“In order to accommodate 
the relocation of coach park¬ 
ing from Barton Road, offic¬ 
ers have secured a temporary 
(until the end of 2017) alter¬ 
native location at Lancaster 
Way. Lollowing this period, it 
is proposed that coach park¬ 
ing is permanently relocated 
to Downham Road, Ely, as 
part of the new leisure devel¬ 
opment.” 

The council will be paying 
Lancaster Way £25 per coach 
space per week, equating to 
£6,500 per annum - a move 
which has been criticised by 
some residents. 

But Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
chairman of the commercial 
services committee, insists 
the decision is the “best so¬ 
lution”. 

He said: “We fully accept 


that the move to Lancaster 
Way is temporary, but with 
the district leisure centre 
complex planned to open 
in early 2018, it shouldn’t be 
long before we have every¬ 
thing in place. 

“The decision demon¬ 
strates that we are a listening 
council. We haven’t rushed 
into this decision, but have 
weighed up all the different 
avenues to find the best so¬ 
lution. 

“In the meantime, we will 
be working with Ely Cathe¬ 
dral to inform the coach 
companies of where to park, 
providing them with maps 
and explaining both our 
short and long-term plans 
for coach parking.” 

Coaches will still be able 
to use the pick-up and drop¬ 
off points in The Gallery, Ely, 
and a coach drop-off and 
pick-up point would be lo¬ 
cated at the proposed Barton 
Road development.

Campaign put 
us to shame 


NOW that the referendum has taken 
place, I believe it may be said it has 
been one of the most disgraceful 
campaigns ever. 

It brought out the worst excesses 
in some, bigotry being top of my list, 
and it should put us to shame. This 
behaviour is nothing to take a pride 
in, and hardly puts the Great back 
into Britain. 

Sizeable migrations of people, 
whether between countries or 
from large towns or cities of the UK 
to places such as the Fens, rarely 
come without their own particular 
problems. However, immigration is 
not responsible for the Government 
being forced to pay £4.6 billion 
in interest on the public sector's 
debt which currently stands at £1.6 
trillion and rising. These figures were 
provided by the Government only 
last week. 

It is also not responsible for the 
necessity of food and clothing banks 
that are springing up everywhere, 
nor all the problems that A and E 
are experiencing, to mention but 
a few. 

What it is responsible for is 
the shoring up of places such as 
Addenbrooke's Hospital, from 
surgeons to cleaners and all 
occupations in between. 

Even with their invaluable input, 
our beleaguered nursing staff are 
near to breaking point. I suspect 
other parts of the British Isles are 
similarly affected. 

This usually caring and 
compassionate country has its 
problems, which should not be 
underestimated, but the negative 
words and actions by some have 
done nothing to improve the state of 
this nation.

Base decision 
on law not cash

At the same time as closing public 
conveniences it is no great surprise 
that coach drivers are expected to go 
without facilities such as a toilet or 
cafe. 

And the market traders' stalls 
would be stored out of town at the 
Portley Hill Depot, Littleport! 

The plans for the car park and 
Council Depot are due to get their 
first airing at the next Planning 
Committee meeting on 6th July 
(subject to published agenda) 

BEFORE the promised public 
exhibition on the Barton Road 
proposals, now to be held 21-23rd 
July. 

In the meantime the funding of the 
new Leisure Centre is to be discussed 
in a private session of the full Council 
on 28th June. But where exactly is 
this money coming from? 

The plans for Barton Road and the 
profits to be gained from it have been 
integral to the Business Plan of the 


Local Authority Trading Company's 
Property arm, Palace Green Homes. 
Any profits would be ploughed back 
into the Council to fund its other 
projects. That's IF it makes a profit. 
There are no guarantees in the world 
of property development. Unless 
this Council is prepared to declare 
otherwise, there seems no option for 
them BUT to sell off the family silver 
in a hope of digging themselves out of 
a hole of their own making. 

Planning decisions should be 
based in law and with regard to our 
Local Plan, NOT on the possibility of 
turning a profit. 

All our Council members have a 
duty of reponsibility to make their 
decisions objectively.

Edited copy of a letter sent to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council: 

I AM very concerned that the 
meeting to determine the council's 
contribution to The Leisure Centre 
project is to be held in private. 

Ely & District is a relatively small 
area, with limited funds. Should 
the council be seeking to obtain a 
substantial and lengthy mortgage 
to enable The Leisure Centre to be 
built then surely the local population 
is entitled to know what is being 
suggested? In the light of the decision 
of our country to withdraw from 
the EU, it is now very unlikely that 
funding will be available from that 
quarter and interest rates on loans are 
likely to rise. Please explain how the 
council proposes to service a huge 
and lengthy mortgage.... 


Surely it would have been 
preferable to redevelop The Paradise 
Swimming Pool in the centre of 
Ely rather than build away from 
the centre very near a busy road, 
necessitating an underpass for 
pedestrians. 

As an alternative, a new pool 
could have formed part of the new 
development to the north of Ely 
when an underpass would not have 
been necessary. 

Relating to the Barton Road 
application, I note that the precis 
states that the application is for the 
erection of 11 dwellings with minor 
alterations to the existing vehicular 
and pedestrian access. I would 
question that the proposed alterations 
are minor. I would also remind the 
council that it wanted to build on 
land adjoining the river which is 
now Jubilee Gardens and a valuable 
asset to the city. It was only because 
the council was defeated in a local 
election that we have that beautiful 
amenity. 

To hem in Barton Road car park 
and obstruct the view and build 
on it has numerous safety issues 
which have been well stated in the 
letters of objection. If the proposed 
development application succeeds, 
eventually this whole area could 
become a housing estate, ruining Ely 
for ever and losing the amenity of 
local parking. 

I would be very interested to 
know what experience the council 
has of being property developers. I 
understand that it wishes to employ 
a developer and then sell the 
completed houses and flats. 

Please clarify how much the 
council would expect to obtain in 
profit from any development of 
Barton Road and how much has 
already been paid out in consultancy 
fees. I understand that the council 
needs the profit from development 
on Barton Road as a contribution 
towards The Leisure Centre. It is also 
to shortly incur fees of £6500 per 


annum for coach parking in Lancaster 
Way Business Park. 

An accessible coach and car 
park on a site with good public 
conveniences as near to the City 
centre as possible for the benefit of 
local people and tourists is not an 
asset to be disregarded.

Get closer to 
nature at big 
Ely bioblitz 

THE Ely Wildspace Bioblitz - a 
24-hour race against the clock to 
find as many plants and animals 
as possible - is taking place this 
weekend.

A MAN has thanked ambulance 
staff and volunteers for giving him 
a “second chance” after saving his 
life six months ago. 

Peter Swan said he was “eternally 
grateful” and that January 13 had 
become his “second birthday” after 
he was resuscitated following a car¬ 
diac arrest at his home in Ely. 

Thanks to the quick thinking of 
his daughter, Sophie, who called 
999 and started cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR), and the fast 
response of community first re¬ 
sponders (CFR), East of England 
Ambulance Service NHS Trust 
(EEAST) and East Anglian Air Am¬ 
bulance (EAAA) staff, the 52-year- 
old is on course to make a full re¬ 
covery. 

The father-of-three, who cannot 
remember anything from the expe¬ 
rience, had an emotional reunion 
with his life-savers last Wednesday. 

The computer salesman had 
returned home from a run on 
13th January when he developed 
chest pain and collapsed at about 
7.45pm. 

Within four minutes of the 999 


call, Claire Taylor and David Clarke 
from Ely CFRs were on scene, close¬ 
ly followed by Amber Bradbury and 
Jake Fretwell in an ambulance. 

Adrian Sands and Jacqueline 
Hayward attended in another am¬ 
bulance, followed by Duty Locality 
Officer Matt Sharp in a response 
car and Dr Nathan Howes and 
Critical Care Paramedic Tim Dan¬ 
iels from EAAA. After eight shocks 
from a defibrillator, they managed 
to resuscitate Peter who was taken 


to Papworth Hospital where he had 
surgery to repair a blocked artery. 

His first memory following the 
emergency was waking up in hos¬ 
pital eight days later and he was 
discharged 13 days after his cardiac 
arrest. 

Peter, who has since had a de¬ 
fibrillator implanted in his chest, 
said: “I am eternally grateful. It was 
totally unexpected and not wanted, 
but this has been given me a sec¬ 
ond chance and I have a second 


birthday. 

“It has been a very slow recov¬ 
ery and I realise it is a long road, 
but I’m alive and that is the main 
thing.” 

His wife Julie added: “It was 
amazing to have so much care 
there. It was a terrifying experi¬ 
ence, but I knew he was getting the 
best possible treatment and I am so 
grateful.” 

Peter is looking forward to be¬ 
coming a grandfather later this 
summer as his daughter Emma and 
her partner are having a baby. 

Emergency Medical Technician 
Adrian and his colleagues also 
praised 22-year-old Sophie, who 
has had no formal first aid training, 
for the actions that helped save her 
dad’s life. 

He said: “We go to so many 
people who do not try CPR when 
someone is cardiac arrest. 

“However, Sophie was spot on 
and did really well and had the con¬ 
fidence to do something. That is 
why his recovery has been so good.”

Appeal to help family buy 
wheelchair for son Doug

A FAMILY are appealing for mem¬ 
bers of the public to help them 
buy a specialist wheelchair for 
their son. 

Doug Griffiths was just six when 
he caught a virus which caused 
his brain to swell, resulting in 
scarring which was to change his 
life dramatically. 

After spending three months in 
hospital, including three weeks 
on life support, he was finally 
able to return to his family home 
inWicken. 

But Doug, now 13, has lost the 
majority of his speech, he ex¬ 
periences five different kinds of 
seizures and will have multiple 
seizures during each 24-hour pe¬ 
riod. 

These include drop seizures, so 
he has to wear a helmet to protect 
his head from injury. 

His mum, Amanda, also has to 
ensure he is surrounded by soft 
surfaces at home. 

Doug’s muscles are weak and 
he cannot walk for long, so he 
needs a specialist buggy to leave 
the house. The wheelchair he has 
been using is no longer suitable 
as he is developing a curvature of 
the spine and is very uncomfort-

able. 

Doug desperately needs a new 
wheelchair and his family, and 
the Newlife Foundation for Disa¬ 
bled Children, are appealing for 
kind-hearted residents to help 
make it happen. 

Newlife already has £645 to¬ 
wards the vital wheelchair, which 
costs £1,937 in total. Doug’s mum 
said: “We can’t do things like just 
pop to the shops. 

“Doug can’t walk for more than 
five minutes, he’s unsteady on 
his feet and it’s too dangerous for 
him to be on hardstanding in case 
he has a seizure. 

“Having the wheelchair would 
give us much more freedom. 
Doug loves visiting the animals 
at the zoo, going to the beach and 
also the park so he can wander on 
the grass for a few minutes. 

“It would be a win for us on eve¬ 
ry level and help us do the family 
things we are missing out on.”

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Glasswells celebrates 70th 



AS we continue to celebrate furni¬ 
ture store Glasswells’ 70th anniver¬ 
sary, we’ve been looking at how the 
company has changed and evolved 
over the years. In this latest instal¬ 
ment we look at how things pro¬ 
gressed in the 1950s. 

In 1952, a leap forward was made 
when the opportunity to gain addi¬ 
tional storage space in St Andrews 
Street South became available. 
The property, an old coach house 
with earth floors, was just around 
the corner to the Brentgovel Street 
shop and belonged to the same 
landlords. The lease was success¬ 
fully negotiated and was eventually 
extended to include two attached 
cottages. 

“It wasn’t long before we thought 
of adding a shop front,” recalls Les¬ 
lie Glasswell. Local builder, Har¬ 
vey Frost, was engaged to draw 
up plans for a single-storey shop 
extension at an estimated cost of 
£5,000. The final result, however, 
was a two-storey shop costing dou¬ 
ble the estimate at £10,000. 

The new building, their biggest 
to date, was opened by the Mayor 
of Bury in October 1954. The Bury 
Free Press carried their first full- 
page advertisement since the war, 
which proclaimed “the first com¬ 
pletely new building to be erected 
by a local-born trader for over 50 
years”. 

Even in the 1950s, traffic conges¬ 


tion was becoming a problem in 
Bury. Furthermore, as Glasswells 
expanded, the more evident it be¬ 
came that servicing shops and cus¬ 
tomers from warehouses scattered 
about the town was highly labour 
intensive. More important still was 
the fact that supplies from manu¬ 
facturers needed to be ordered in 
quantity to qualify for a discount 
and, to maintain store displays, sold 
products needed to be replaced im¬ 
mediately from stock. 

The answer to the problem was 
to build a central warehouse, large 
enough to take care of all the firm’s 
distribution and storage needs. 
It happened that ferry Glasswell 
owned a piece of building land 
near the Tollgate Inn in Fornham 
Road. It had cost just £300 in 1951 


and although originally intended 
for a house for Leslie’s family, the 
1.1 acre site was large enough for 
a big warehouse and was easily ac¬ 
cessible. The family decided unani¬ 
mously: business must come first. 

Work began on a 10,000 sq.ft 
warehouse in 1955, however the 
steady growth of business at the 
time is illustrated by the fact that 
within 18 months of completion it 
became necessary to extend it by 
a further 5,000 sq.ft. In fact further 
additions were made until the mid 
1960s when storage space reached 
a maximum 30,000 sq.ft. 

Leslie Glasswell recollects: “The 
Tollgate warehouse was the jewel 
in our crown. We were able to store 
customers’ purchases until they 
needed them, as well as maintain 


good stocks of furniture ready for 
quicker delivery of orders”. 

just as the first bricks were being 
laid at the new warehouse in 1955, 
along came the chance of a prime 
site in Bury town centre. A well- 
known local firm, Barclay Motors, 
decided to move elsewhere in the 
town, vacating its car showroom 
in part of the Corn Exchange in the 
heart of the town. It had long win¬ 
dows facing the Traverse and the 
lease came on the market for £1,000 
- the perfect spot for a furnishing 
store. 

At a stroke, Glasswells acquired 
what was one of the biggest win¬ 
dow display spaces in East Anglia, 
opening in 1957. To make the most 
of the position, a leading West End 
designer was engaged to create a

series of display rooms - right next 
door to the hall that had housed 
some of Glasswells’ biggest exhibi¬ 
tions. 

They now had three shops in 
Bury, each serving different mar¬ 
kets: the Corn Exchange took the 
highest quality stock, the St An¬ 
drew’s shop dealt with medium 
range, and the lower end of the 
market was concentrated in Brent¬ 
govel Street. 

They became an integral part of 
the local community and intro¬ 
duced their famous Christmas tea 
and sugar distribution to local pen¬ 
sioners for many years. 

The story of an East Anglia insti¬ 
tution continues. For more infor¬ 
mation on the company go to glass¬ 
wells. co.uk.

Uni plans 
for Ely site 


C AMBRIDGE University has so 
many books that it intends to 
ship thousands of them to a 
purpose-built site on Ely's Lancaster 
Way Business Park. 

The university has bought a plot 
of land at the business park, where 
it hopes to build a new storage 
facility for its underused books. 

The university considered more 
than 30 sites within a 50-mile radius 
of Cambridge, before settling on its 
preferred location at Lancaster Way. 

The site will be used to hold "low- 
use printed library material', and is 
hoped to be open by May 2018. 

An internal review conducted by 
the university in 2013 showed it had 
at least 98,000 linear metres of shelf 
space across its libraries taken up by 
books and manuscripts which are 
rarely used. 

It predicts the central University 
Library will soon run out of storage 
space, with a further extension 
deemed "neither cost-effective nor 
straightforward to implement". 


The new facility will provide 
storage for up to 106,000 linear 
metres of shelving, with an internal 
area of around 5,000 square metres. 

The project has a budget of £17.1 
million, including the cost of buying 
the land. 

As previously reported, Lancaster 
Way is now part of the Cambridge 
Compass Enterprise Zone. 

The Enterprise Zone creates a 
unique opportunity to expand 
the reach of Cambridge to the 
surrounding market towns, new 
communities and wider rural areas 
in a bid to boost both the local and 
national economy. 

It also brings with it a number of 
benefits, including a business rate 
discount of up to 100 per cent for 
five years for businesses. 

It was secured by the Greater 
Cambridge Greater Peterborough 
LER As a bonus, the local area will 
retain 100 per cent of the business 
rate growth within the Enterprise 
Zone for the next 25 years.

discussions became more around 'Well they 
told you that you couldn't, but you don't know 
for sure'," adds Natalie, 32. "He'd never had 
any tests done." 

So he did. Sadly it turned out that the doctors 
were right: Kevin had a zero sperm count. "I 
was disappointed," he recalls, "but not upset, 
because it confirmed what I already knew in my 
mind." Natalie, 
meanwhile, 
was "gutted. 

Gutted for 
him, because

couple, who live in Sutton, resolved to try IVF 
using donor sperm - until a fertility specialist 
at Addenbrooke's asked if they'd heard about 
a new procedure called TESE (testicular sperm 
extraction). They hadn't, "so she referred us to 
Bourn Hall, where we were going to go anyway 
for IVF, and a doctor called Oliver Wiseman said 
'Let's see what we can find . . .'" 

During the procedure, tissue from Kevin's 
testes would be removed and examined under 
the microscope to see if sperm could be found. 
Lesser men may have paled at the thought, but 
when the day arrived, Natalie admits that she 
was more nervous than Kevin ("He's used to 
being poked and prodded!"). 

After the procedure, Oliver Wiseman came 
to Kevin's bedside, "and he told us that he 
had really good news. They had six vials of 
sperm," recalls Kevin. "It was pretty emotional 
- there were tears. Twenty years after being 
told it wouldn't happen, there was suddenly a 
possibility that I could actually have my own 
child." 

The IVF process was set in motion but, four 
months after their wedding in 2012, the first 
attempt didn't work. Six months later they tried 
again; two embryos were viable; one was put 
in, and one was frozen. 

Natalie was meant to wait two weeks before 
taking a pregnancy test, "but she cheated," 
grins Kevin. "Only by a couple of days," protests 
Natalie. "I just couldn't stand it anymore - I 
needed to know. So I snuck off to Tesco, took 
a test in the loos, came home, and Kevin was 
playing Xbox. I said 'You're going to be a great 
dad', and he said 'Yeah, thanks', and I said 
'No, you ARE going to be a great dad. It took a 
minute for the penny to drop . . ." 

"Then I told her off for taking the test early," 
laughs Kevin. "And then there were more tears. 
Hugs and tears." 


Arty arrived in November 2013, weighing 
an impressively chunky 9lbs 5oz. "It was 
incredible," says Kevin, recalling the moment he 
first held his son. "I was looking at him thinking 
wow, this has actually happened. And you're 
really heavy!" 

After a blissful year with their baby boy, the 
couple's minds turned to their frozen embryo. "I 
had a dream one night that I could hear a little 
girl calling me," recalls Natalie. "I followed the 
voice down the stairs to the freezer - and she 
was, sat on the shelf talking to me. I woke up in 
the morning and said to Kevin 'Right, we have 
to use it!' 

"We thought 'If it doesn't work, fine, we've 
got Arty and we're thankful'. But we both 
wanted a sibling for him." 

With just one embryo available, the couple 
were gently warned that the odds were against 
them - but to their absolute delight, it worked. 
Natalie found out she was pregnant last March, 
"and we had a gender scan this time; to find out 
it was a girl was the icing on the cake. It was just 
lovely." 

But their happiness was short-lived. For a 
while, Kevin had been unwell with persistent 
tummy bugs, and in May he became particularly 
poorly following a pub lunch. After a week of 
being unable to keep any food or water down, 
he went to the doctor, who diagnosed food 
poisoning and told him to 'ride it out'. 

Another week went by with no improvement. 
Kevin went back to the doctor, who suggested 
it might be an ulcer. "He was getting worse 
and worse, and we were all quite worried," 
admits Natalie. "They sent him for an X-ray and 
that came back fine, so we were like 'OK, it's 
nothing serious . . ." 

But Kevin had darker suspicions. "By the end 
of June it was definitely in my head that I was 
seriously ill," he recalls. "It's not something that

M OST dads gave their children plenty of 
hugs, but you can forgive Kevin Byrne 
for squeezing his two a little tighter. 

After battling cancer as a child, Kevin was told 
he wouldn't be able to father children - but 
thanks to pioneering fertility treatment, he's 
now the proud dad of handsome Arty, 2, and 
cherubic Evie, who's 9 months. 

"They mean everything to me," says Kevin 
simply. "Arty's my best friend, and Evie makes 
me just smile every morning - I go in to see her 
and she just beams. Not just because it's me; 
it's just the way she is." 

But life has been far from plain sailing for 
the amiable 40-year-old. Last year, when his 
wife Natalie was pregnant with Evie, Kevin was 
struck down by a different cancer - and thought 
he might never meet his unborn baby, or see 
Arty grow up. 

"It feels like we've been on a roller-coaster 
ride," he admits. "But we're all still here. . . " 
Kevin was just 4 when he was diagnosed 
with non-Hodgkin lymphoma, and underwent 
months of chemotherapy and radiotherapy 
at Great Ormond Street Hospital. "They're 
probably my earliest memories," he says. "I 
can remember going down on the train, and 
I remember screaming at the nurses, because 
when I saw them I knew I was going in for 
treatment! I was never a fan of that." 

After two years he was given the all-clear, 
but had to have yearly check-ups. It was at one 
of these, aged 16, that his oncologist broke 
some unexpected news: "He said I'd be very 
unlikely to be able to father children, because 
of the radiotherapy," says Kevin. "I was a bit 
upset, and I remember my mum saying in the 
car afterwards that I seemed angry. I guess she 
thought it wouldn't bother me, but it did." 

Kevin was open about it when he fell in love 
with midwife Natalie, "and I know she thought 
long and hard about our relationship and our 
future, because sperm donation, or possibly 
adoption, would have all resulted in the baby 
not being fully both of us." 
"But our

you ever want to admit to yourself, but I'd lost 
two-and-a-half stone. I needed help." 

On a Wednesday in mid-July, Kevin went to 
Addenbrooke's for a gastroscopy and biopsy. 
They kept him in while they waited for the 
results, "and on the Friday a doctor and a 
specialist nurse came to see me. He had 'the 
look', and I knew it wasn't going to be great 
news." 

It wasn't. The doctor told Kevin that he had 
cancer. "I said to him 'Again? I can't believe it's 
happened again!"' 

"He was on his own," adds Natalie, who by 
then was 15 weeks pregnant. "I was at home, 
so I got a phone call from him to say it was 
cancer. And I think that was probably the worst 
phone call I've ever had." 

Kevin had to wait until the following Tuesday 
to meet the specialist team, "so there were four 
days of knowing I had cancer, but not knowing 
how bad it was. 

"On the Saturday it was blazing sunshine, 
and we sat outside the hospital and talked 
about what we would do: what Natalie would 
do, how the family would go on, and what 
I perhaps wanted for them," he says quietly. 

"It was tricky, but it had to be spoken about 
because I didn't know what the prognosis 
would be." 

Fortunately, the surgeon was encouraging: 
"He said he'd looked at the scans and that they 
weren't talking palliative care, they were talking 
curative care. I just burst into tears because 
there was the hope then that I'd get to see my 
unborn child, and Arty, grow up." 

During a 10-hour operation, surgeons 
removed a tumour from under Kevin's 
stomach, as well as parts of his pancreas, 
stomach and bowel. 

It was a success, but they told him he'd 
need six months of chemotherapy once he'd 
recovered from the surgery. 

The chemo regime began in September - 
but the couple were in for another shock that 
month when little Evie, who was due in mid- 


December, decided to make her appearance 
rather earlier. 

"England were playing in the Rugby World 
Cup, and we were on the sofa watching the 
National Anthem - and my waters broke," 
recalls Natalie. "I was only 28 weeks. I was 
just thinking 'Oh no, not yet! What else will go 
wrong?"' 

Baby Evie arrived five days later, weighing 
a tiny 2lb 7oz, "but she came out screaming 
her head off, so that was reassuring." She was 
whisked away and spent the next seven weeks 
on the neonatal ward at the Rosie, "and she 
did ever so well; she's got no on-going health 
problems. They don't really know why she 
came early, but they think it might have been 
to do with all the stress." 

Unfortunately, the stress isn't over yet. In a 
cruel twist of fate, Kevin has found out that 
the chemo that helped to cure his cancer has 
caused a rare allergic reaction - his heart has 
become enlarged and, working at just a third of 
its capacity, it's left him with breathing issues. 

He will now need medication to reduce the 
size of his heart, "and much further down the 
line he might need a heart transplant," says 
Natalie. 

"But it's not life-threatening in the way the 
cancer was. He's cancer-free, and we've got to 
be thankful for that." 

Does he feel unlucky? "At times," admits 
Kevin, "But then I've got these two," he says, 
drawing Arty in for a cuddle. 

"And Natalie's been through every step with 
me. I've got a really strong family around me. 

"So yes, I probably do get down in the 
dumps and feel a bit sorry for myself at times, 
but compared to where I was this time last 
year, I'm much healthier - and I have an 
addition to my family that it was possible I'd 
never have seen. 

"My family means everything to me," he 
concludes. "They're the reason I get up, and 
they're the reason I look forward rather than 
dwelling on the past."

S ADLY, the brilliant 

combination of Hyundai's 
excellent 1.6 diesel and dual 
clutch automatic gearbox is only 
available in top end cars in the i30 
range. 

But if you're in the market for a 
fun, comfortable five door hatch 
capable of a real 47 miles per 
gallon, don't buy without trying it. 

It's as good to drive as the 
Ford Focus and almost as good 
as the VW Golf. That's how far 
the Korean company has come in 
recent years. 

And it's cheaper than both 
those rivals into the bargain, with 
a five year unlimited mileage 
warranty. What's not to like. 

The engine is smooth and quiet 
- hardly noticeable as a diesel 
when on the move - and it's 
willing and punchy when needed, 
pulling very well from low revs. 

The DCT automatic gearbox, 
which is a manual with twin 
automatic clutches, matches it 
beautifully in full automatic and 
has a manual setting for the few 
who would like to DIY. 

Honestly, why buy a dog and 
bark yourself? It works in full auto 
and there's no difference in the 
great economy either way. 

Kickdown is easy, although 
the accelerator has to go down 
a fair way, and it gives very good 
acceleration in fourth and fifth, 
pulling hard from 1,800 revs. 

There is even enough urge in 
the highest seventh gear for most 
manoeuvres on the motorway 
and, overall, performance is 
excellent. 

Add to that a smooth ride over 
potholed roads, that gets even 
smoother as speed rises, and 


handling and road holding good 
enough for huge safety and plenty 
of fun. 

The steering seems a little over 
light at lower speeds, but firms 
up perfectly above 35, and it has 
delightfully sticky road holding 
with a great feel and excellent 
balance.
